In  the  early  part  of  1777  he  shipped,  in  three  of  his 
own  vessels,  200  guns,  25,000  muskets,  and  200,000  pounds  of  gunpowder, 
and  sent  over  on  the  ‘ 1 Amphitrite  ’ ’ 50  European  officers,  among  the 
number  La  Rouerie,  Pulaski,  and  Baron  Steuben.  The  shipments  were 
continued,  but,  owing  to  an  erroneous  impression  that  the  supplies  were  a 
gift  from  the  French  government,  Congress  failed  to  make  remittances, 
and  the  French  government  advanced  another  million  francs  to  relieve 
Beaumarchais  from  his  embarrassments,  and  he  persevered  in  forwarding 
supplies  until  1779.  The  United  States  were  indebted  to  Beaumarchais 
at  the  end  of  the  transactions  in  the  sum  of  4,000,000  francs,  an  obliga- 
tion which  the  American  Government  was  unable  to  meet,  and  which 
was  finally  compromised  in  1835,  by  the  payment  of  800,000  francs  to  his 
heirs.

Euot’s  famous  Bible,  next  to  the  Bat  Psalm  Book,  is  the  most 
sought  fob  treasure  fob  any  Amebican  libbaby.  The  First  Edition 
was  printed  in  1660-1663.  Of  this,  the  Second  Edition,  The  Old  Testament 
was  begun  in  1683  and  finished  in  1684,  The  New  Testament  occupying 
from  1680  to  1681.  Two  thousand  Copies  were  printed  at  a cost  of 
£900.0.0  and  the  text  of  the  First  Edition  was  corrected  by  Mb.  John 
Cotton,  another  Famous  Student  of  the  Indian  Tongue,  in  preparing  this 
Issue  for  the  Press,  as  recorded  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Prince,  the  New 
England  Annalist.  Much  of  the  Types  were  set  up  by  an  Indian  who 
adopted  the  name  of  James  Printer. 

The  psalter  at  the  end  is  the  ‘ ‘ Bay  Psalm  Book  ’ ’ or  1640,  trans- 
lated into  Indian. 

The  Title  of  the  New  Testament  reads: 

“Wusku  Wuttestamentum  Nul  Lordumun  Iesus  Christ  Nuppoquohwtis- 
suaencumun.  ” Cambridge,  Printed  for  the  Sight  Honourable  Corporation- 
in  London,  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  in  New 
England,  1680. 

This  Copy  contains  many  uncut  leaves,  and  measures  7 7 /16  inches 
by  6 J4  inches,  being  larger  than  either  of  the  two  Lenox  Copies  or  the 
Carter  Brown  Copy  which  was  the  Finest  in  the  Brinley  Collection.  This 
COPY  IS  THE  only’  ONE  KNOWN  IN  THE  ORIGINAL  BINDING.  However,  like 
in  nearly  nil  Copies  extant  the  Binder  carelessly  omitted  to  bind  in  ono 
signature  and  misplaced  another. 

This  translation  of  the  Bible  by  John  Eliot  is  scarcely  inferior  in  inter- 
est to  the  noble  work  first  executed  by  Gutenberg  about  1455.  As  an 
instance  of  Learning,  Industry,  Piety  and  Zeal  it  is  unexcelled.  The  Old 
World  was  indebted  to  Gutenberg  for  its  First  Printed  Bible  and  Eliot 
was  the  first  to  give  it  to  the  New  World.  Cotton  Mather  exclaimed,  when 
he  saw  it:  “Behold  ye  Americans,  the  greatest  honour  that  ever  you 
were  partakers  of!  This  is  the  only  Bible  that  ever  was  printed  in 
America  from  the  very  foundation  of  the  World.’’  Eliot  was  the  Pastor 
of  Roxbury,  when  he  commenced,  at  the  age  of  42  the  study  of  the  Natick 
dialect,  in  which  this  work  is  printed.  He  began  and  finished  his  task 
after  a labour  of  8 years.  The  Printers  required  a week  for  each  sheet 
and  there  were  about  150  sheets.  The  Names  of  the  Book  are  retained 
in  English  and  such  words  as  were  unknown  to  the  Indians  are  retained 
with  an  Indian  termination,  such  as  cherubimloh.  The  longest  word  is 
Mark  I,  v.  40  “ Wutteppesittukqussunnoowehtunkquoh,  ” signifying 
“kneeling  down  to  him.’’

The  author  of 
this  Diary  was  appointed  Colonel  and  fought  at  the  battle  of  Cam- 
den. Subsequently  he  became  the  First  Chief  Justice  of  South 
Carolina,  and  First  President  of  the  Order  of  the  Cincinnati  in 
that  State.

A iuom.Y  interesting  journal,  commencing  .Tune  22,  1791,  when  he 
loft  Camden  in  company  with  John  Stark,  Mr.  Bird,  a recruiting  Officer 
of  the  Federal  Troops;  Andrew  Bay  and  Mr.  Hugh  Young.  They  jour- 
neyed to  Charleston,  where  ho  received  his  Diploma  as  a Member  of  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  and  attended  a Dinner  of  that  Order.  He 
describes  the  first  view  of  Philadelphia  as  striking  the  party  with 
“wonder  and  delight.”  Schuylkill,  as  “a  very  romantically  improved 
place  diversified  by  art  as  well  as  by  Nature”;  Newcastle,  as  “an  old- 
fashioned  little  place,  the  Inhabitants  of  which  are  said  to  be  remarkable 
for  their  Idleness  and  Extravagance.  ’ ’ 

He  describes  the  towns  anil  cities  passed  through  with  remarkable 
detail,  and  a quaint  humor.  His  description  of  Passaic  Falls  occupies 
about  eight  pages  of  the  Journal. 
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Reaching  New  York,  he  took  lodging  at  15  Wall  Street.  Dined  in  com- 
pany with  General  Gates  and  Baron  Steuben,  and  ‘ ‘ walked  out  in  the 
evening  round  the  Ramparts  and  up  into  the  City.”  The  following  day 
he  went  ‘‘in  company  with  Mr.  Chew  and  his  Lady  to  view  the  City  Hall, 
the  Governor's  House  and  other  buildings.  The  City  Hall  stands  in  Wall 
Street  in  Centre  between  the  two  rivers.  There  is  two  pieces  of  painting 
there  done  by  Trumbull,  one  of  tho  President  at  the  surrender  of  New 
York  . . . the  other  of  Gov.  Clinton  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Washing- 
ton.” 

The  Journal  extends  over  a period  of  100  days  and  gives  an  uninter- 
rupted narrative  of  his  life  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  Philadelphia,  New  York 
and  many  smaller  places,  and  is  written  on  39  pages. 

At  the  end  is  an  account  of  what  tho  writer  calls  his  “Northern 
Expedition”  which  is  figured  up  in  Dollars,  Silver  Dollars,  Pistoles, 
English  and  French  Guineas,  the  total  coming  to  about  $(100  for  the 
entire  trip. 

On  the  six  following  pages  is  a List  of  Negro  Slaves  belonging  to 
him,  the  value  of  which  is  supposed  to  be  $13,400.  The  remaining  pages 
are  occupied  with  a Catalogue  of  liis  Library,  taken  August,  1794,  with 
their  costs.  The  books  and  pamphlets  include  the  names  of  many  Amer- 
ican Works  of  great  rarity  to-day.

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First  Editions  of  all  of  the  parts,  including  "A  Blot  on  the  ’Scutch- 
eon.” Robert  Browning’s  own  copy,  with  his  autograph  on  the  title- 
page  to  Part  I and  a number  of  marginal  markings  in  different  parts  of 
the  volume.  Part  VI,  ‘‘Colombe’s  Birthday,”  has  a note  in  Browning’s 
hand,  reading  “I  made  the  alterations  in  this  copy  to  suit  some — I forget 
what — prejudiced  stage  representation:  not  that  of  Miss  Varicot,  which 
was  carried  into  effect  long  afterwards.  R.  B.  Fed.  10  ’77.”  The  above 
mentioned  alterations  appear  on  the  margins  of  the  play  throughout,  and 
are  all  in  Browning’s  writing.  A remarkably  fine  association  item.

A very  charming,  familiar  correspondence,  many  of  the  letters  writ- 
ten during  visits  to  Scotland,  Cambridge,  Splugen,  Asolo,  Cans  (Isere), 
Venice,  St.  Pierre  de  Chartreuse,  St.  Moritz,  Oxford,  etc.  Full  of  kindly 
advice,  many  with  references  to  Tennyson,  Kingsley,  and  others,  his  own 
life  and  experiences,  and  descriptions  of  scenery  he  so  keenly  delighted 
in.  It  is  difficult  to  describe  these  letters  adequately,  but  a few  ex- 
tracts will  show  the  variety  of  topics  touched  upon.  In  the  first  of 
the  scries  he  writes: 

‘‘What  struck  me  so  much  in  that  life  of  Schopenhauer  which  you  gave 
me  was  that  doctrine  which  he  considered  his  grand  discovery,  and  which 
I had  been  persuaded  of  from  my  boyhood — and  have  based  my  whole 
life  upon — that  the  soul  is  above  and  behind  the  intellect  which  is  merely 
its  servant.  . . . The  consequences  of  this  doctrine  were  so  momentous 
to  me,  so  destructive  of  vanity  on  the  one  hand,  or  undue  depression  at 
failure  on  the  other,  that  I am  sure  there  must  be  references  to  and 
deductions  from  it  throughout  the  whole  of  my  works.” 

In  the  next  occurs  the  following  reference  to  Kingsley ’s  illness  and 
death. 

‘‘I  remember  Kingsley  came  over  and  spent  the  previous  day  with  our 
hosts,  and  walked  with  us  all  the  afternoon.  When  next  I saw  him,  at 
the  Deanery,  just  before  his  death,  I failed  to  recognise  the  strong 
fresh  man  who  jumped  up  a hillock  to  pluck  barberries  for  my  wife,  and 
when  wo  inspected  the  ruins  of  an  abbey  in  the  neighbourhood  lay  down 
in  the  stone  coffin  embedded  still  in  its  earth  there.  He  knew  me,  how- 
ever. ’ ’ 

On  a visit  to  Cambridge  he  says: 

‘‘I  have  glanced  at  most  of  the  rarities,  Milton’s  Manuscripts  and 
Bentley’s,  Newton’s,  Person’s  book.  But  I soon  get  fatigued  with  even 
such  kind  and  more  than  attentive  society  as  I have  had  here,  being, 
in  spite  of  appearance,  very  owl-like  in  my  predilection  for  the  study 
and  the  stall.” 

From  the  Palasso  Giustiniani  Recanati  he  sends  the  following 
piquant  description  of  a social  gathering: 

‘‘Meanwhile  our  pleasures  here  continue  unexhausted.  Our  ‘social 
enjoyments’  which  you  refer  to  are  curiouB  enough.  We  had  a dinner 
the  other  day,  at  which  the  only  guests  besides  our  own  party  were 
Don  Carlos  (the  legitimate  king  of  France  as  well  as  Spain),  Princess  of 
Montenegro  (whose  husband  was  murdered,  and  whose  daughter,  a nice 
young  clever  lady,  would  be  the  actual  Prince  were  she  but  a boy),  Prince 
and  Pcs.  Iturbide,  son  of  the  Emperor,  and  adopted  as  such  by  his 
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successor  Maximilian,  all  deposed  and  all  as  gay  as  grigs;  and  our  party, 
two  days  ago,  had  deposed  potentates  of  a sort  in  Pr.  and  Pcs.  Metter- 
nich,  son  of  him  who  called  Italy  a geographical  expression.  Don  Carlos 
passed  the  evening  here  a day  or  two  ago  (our  hostess  ‘received’  every 
evening),  and  I took  the  opportunity  of  asking  him,  coi  dovuti  rigiardi, 
if  he  knew  the  secret  of  the  ‘Man  in  the  Iron  Mask,’  known  to  be 
transmitted  from  Bire  to  son  by  the  Royal  family  of  France.” 

The  concluding  letter  is  dated  Aug.  28,  1889,  and  gives  his  future 
address  as  Po.  Rezzonieo,  Venice.  The  recipient  has  written  on  this  let- 
ter: ‘‘R.  B. ’s  last  letter  from  London — one  after  from  Asolo,  Oct.  1889. 
Eheu,”  Browning  died  on  Dec.  12th.

A book  or  excessive  rarity,  not  more  than  four  copies  of  which  have 
occurred  for  sale  during  the  last  twenty  years.  The  Author  of  this 
Relation  was  a Sea-Captain  who  accompanied  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  in 
his  Voyage  up  the  Orinoco  in  1595.  Raleigh  being  unable  to  go  him- 
self the  next  year,  sent  Keymis  to  continue  the  Explorations.  He  was 
imprisoned  with  Raleigh  in  the  Tower  in  1603,  and  was  frequently  exam- 
ined in  hopes  of  convicting  his  Leader.  It  is  called  the  “Second 
Voyage’’  because  Raleigh’s  the  actual  First  Voyage,  made  in  1595,  was 
not  published  until  this  same  year.

This  beautiful  portrait  the  artist  Frith  kept  as  a memento  of  his  in- 
timate friend  until  his  death. 

It  was  undoubtedly  executed  at  about  the  same  time  as  the  one  commis- 
sioned by  Forster,  and  now  in  the  8outh  Kensington  Museum,  as  it  is  an 
absolute  replica.  Dickens  is  seated  in  his  Library  Chair,  at  Desk,  but 
turned  and  facing  front,  thick  bushy  hair,  legs  crossed,  left  hand  in  pocket. 

Dickens  sat  to  Frith  for  the  portrait  in  1859 — when  he  was  47  and 
Frith  40  years  of  age.  “He  arrived  at  the  Studio  wearing  a large  sky- 
bine  overcoat  with  bright  red  cuffs.  ‘I  protested  that  I could  not  man- 
age the  overcoat,’  says  Mr.  Frith,  and  Dickens,  with  great  docility, 
agreed  to  abandon  this  favorite  article  of  apparel,  remarking  in  ex- 
planation of  its  gaudy  appearance  that  he  was  very  fond  of  colours.’’ 
(Mr.  Kitton.) 

W.  P.  Frith,  the  painter  of  this  picture,  was  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  the  19th  Century  Britisli  Artists.  He  was  bom  in  1819  and 
died  in  1909,  at  the  great  age  of  90.  In  1845  he  became  an  Associate 
of  the  Royal  Academy,  and  in  1852  was  elected  R.  A.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Academies  of  Vienna,  Belgium  and  Sweden.  His  famous 
picture  1 ‘ Derby  Day  ’ ’ is  now  in  the  National  Gallery.  In  1865  he  pointed, 
by  command  of  Queen  Victoria,  “The  Marriage  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
and  Princess  Alexandra,’’  and  in  1868,  “Before  Dinner  at  Boswell's  Lodg- 
ings in  Bond  Street,’’  which  work  was  sold  in  1875  for  £4,567.  Up  to 
that  date,  this  was  the  highest  price  ever  given  at  Auction  for  any  pic- 
ture during  an  artist ’s  lifetime. 

In  making  an  appointment  for  the  first  sitting  Dickens  wrote  Frith 
* ‘ The  table  also  shall  be  there  and  chair,  velvet  coat  likewise  if  the 
Tailor  should  semi  it  home.  ’ ’ Some  of  the  sittings  were  at  Frith ’s  Studio 
and  some  at  Tavistock  House.  In  his  “Autobiography  and  Reminis- 
cences,” Ilnrper  & Bro.,  New  York,  1888,  Frith  says,  “Years  before 
Maclise  had  painted  him.  There  has  been  a great  change.  The  expres- 
sion had  settled  into  that  of  one  who  had  reached  the  topmost  rung  of 
a very  high  ladder  and  was  perfectly  aware  of  his  position.  ’ ’ From  page 
216  of  the  same  work:  “Between  Maclise ’s  picture  and  my  own,  many 

portraits  of  Dickens  had  been  taken,  most  of  them — absolute  failures.  ’ ’ 

When  Charles  Dickens’  collection  of  pictures  was  sold  by  order  of 
his  executors  in  July,  1870,  a painting  by  W.  P.  Frith  called  “Dolly 
Varden,”  which  had  been  painted  expressly  for  Mr.  Dickens  brought  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  is  now  owned  by  Lord  Airedale.

At  the 
end  of  the  Broadside  there  is  a notice  to  the  effect  that  he  would  give 
the  settlers  “Grants  in  Fee  of  Lots  of  an  Hundred  Acres  each.’’  De 
Puy  notes  that  there  was  a Conference  Held  at  St.  Georges,  the  4th  day  of 
August,  1742  (Boston,  J.  Draper,  1742),  De  Puy,  No.  20,  but  no  other 
copy,  except  the  one  here  described,  of  the  Treaty  held  seven  years 
EARLIER  18  KNOWN  TO  EXIST.

This  very  interesting  manuscript  was  the  great  Encyclopaedia  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  Middle  Ages.  St.  Isidor  was  an  eminent  Spanish  scholar 
and  Bishop,  born  at  Carthagena  about  570  A.  P.  He  understood  Greek, 
Hebrew,  and  I-atin.  The  Council  of  Toledo,  held  in  650  A.  D.  denomi- 
nated him  “The  Glory  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  the  most  learned  man 
of  his  age.’’ 

His  “Twenty  Books  of  Etymologies”  is  his  most  important  work,  and 
says  Dr.  Haefer,  ‘ ‘ is  one  of  the  most  precious  monuments  for  the  His- 
tory of  Human  Knowledge,”  presenting  tho  sum  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  age  on  all  branches  of  scientific  research.  Later  writers  make  con- 
tinual references  to  it,  which  served  for  long  as  the  general  text  book. 

The  Manuscript  commences  with  a prologue  consisting  of  correspond- 
ence between  St.  Isidore  and  St.  Branlion,  followed  by  the  20  Books. 
The  subjects  treated  upon  are  Grammar,  Mathematics,  Music,  Geometry, 
Astronomy,  Medicine,  Natural  History,  History,  the  Elements,  Agri- 
culture, etc.,  etc.,  etc. 

There  are  a few  marginal  glosses  or  notes,  some  of  which  have  been 
partly  erased,  in  a contemporary  hand.  On  the  margin  of  a folio  of 
Book  VI.  is  scribbled  in  a XVth  Century  hand  ‘ ‘ Boberte  Hopkyns 
liys  ...” 

The  Manuscript  is  of  English  workmanship,  as  is  evident  from  the 
English  Coat  of  Arms  which  figure  in  the  curious  table  of  affinities  in 
Book  IX.

This  is  a remarkable  series  of  letters  from  the  great  statesman  to 
his  personal  friend,  Charles  Willson  Peale,  their  contents  portraying  the 
writer  as  a Gentleman  farmer,  as  a Naturalist,  as  an  Inventor  and  Edu- 
cator. Many  of  the  letters  relate  to  Peale ’s  Polyograph,  a machine  for 
multiplying  letters  with  one  writing.  Jefferson  took  great  interest  in 
its  perfection,  and  in  these  letters  he  suggests  certain  improvements, 
which  were  no  doubt  adopted  by  the  inventor,  and  which  had  no  smalt 
share  in  making  the  machine  perfect.  So  much  so  that  he  ordered  sev- 
eral to  be  mado  and  mounted  in  Silver  for  a present  to  the  Bey  of  Al- 
giers, and  for  use  in  the  executive  department.  He  also  writes  much 
on  his  improvement  on  the  plough,  which  had  been  adopted  and  used 
with  great  success,  and  in  writing  about  the  same  he  tells  Peale  that 
he  never  patents  any  of  his  inventions,  as  it  is  his  wish  that  their  bene- 
fits shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  the  public  if  they  should  prove  of  any 
practical  use.  Others  of  the  letters  relate  to  the  University  of  Virginia, 
of  which  he  was  such  an  ardent  patron,  and  still  others  show  his  inter- 
est in  Natural  History,  to  further  which  he  upholds  Peale  in  his  efforts 
to  establish  his  great  museum,  and  offers  various  suggestions  for  pro- 
moting its  success. 

The  letters  are  nil  in  fine  condition,  and  embrace  the  period  from  his 
occupancy  of  the  Presidential  Chair  till  a short  time  before  his  death.

‘ 1 And  indeed  New  England,  hath  upon  the  best  accounts  which  can 
be  mentioned,  out  done  all  America. 

“For  there  they  have  erected  an  University,  which  began  in  the  year 
1642,  wherein  things  are  managed  pro  more  Acndemiarum  in  Anglia: 
Several  persons  of  more  than  ordinary  Learning;  yea  and  many  scores 
of  able  Ministers,  of  the  Gospel,  have  there  had  their  Education. 

“There  by  the  Statutes  of  the  College,  none  is  to  be  admittred,  before 
he  can  write  Latin  in  a pure  Style,  and  translate  any  ordinary  Greek 
author. 

“It  is  customary  with  them,  every  Morning  in  the  College  Hall,  to 
read  a Chapter  out  of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  and  at  Night  a Chapter  out  of 
the  Greek  Original,”  etc. 

It  is  full  of  historical  details  connected  with  the  Charters,  Privileges, 
Trade,  facilities  for  Ship-building  for  which  purpose  the  writer  claims 
for  New  England  a foremost  place  in  its  bountiful  supply  of  pine  cedar, 
and  oak  trees,  and  other  produce. 

“All  the  Inhabitants  from  sixteen  to  sixty  years  in  each  town  are  . . . 
to  bear  Arms. 

“In  each  Town  and  Village  their  Training-days,  eight  times  every 
Year  . . . that  so  they  may  be  expert  in  War” — so  that  their  Prince 
‘ ‘ Will  find  whenever  he  shall  please  for  to  command  anil  connnissionate 
them,  that  they  are  able  (by  the  blessing  of  God)  to  secure  and  enlarge 
his  Dominions,  qind  to  bring  their  French  Neighbours  into  an  intire 
Subjection  to  the  Crown  of  England.” 

After  reciting  the  Colony’s  successes  against  the  French  in  Cromwell’s 
time,  in  the  Capture  of  several  Forts,  which  were  restored  by  Charles  II. — 
“Noways  to  the  Honour  or  Interest  of  the  English  Nation”;  it  declares 
for  the  Prince  of  Orange  “And  to  this  day  do  keep  the  Country  for 
our  Present  Sovereigns,  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  against  King 
Lewis  and  the  Abdicated  King  James.” 

Mentions  the  Jacobite  embassy  in  Sir  E.  Andros;  and  Petitions  for 
his  removal,  and  the  restoration  of  their  charters  and  privileges;  con- 
cluding with  an  account  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  mentioning  Mather, 
Eliot,  John  Cotton;  the  Indian  Converts  (mentioning  some  by  name);

This  volume  is  of  the  highest  association  interest  having  belonged, 
first  to  Thomas  Wentworth,  Earl  op  Str afford,  whose  dramatic  trial 
and  death  formed  the  subject  of  Browning’s  tragedy  “Strafford,” — and 
to  John  Milton.  On  the  title  page  will  be  found  the  signatures  of 
“Wentworth”  and  “John  Milton”  and  on  page  322  an  autograph 
note  in  Milton's  handwriting  referring  to  Justinian  and  Plutarch. 

The  history  of  this  precious  and  superb  volume  is  interesting.  Straf- 
ford was  executed  in  1641  and  his  property,  including  his  books,  was 
confiscated.  In  1649  Milton  was  appointed  Latin  Secretary  to  the 
Commonwealth  under  Cromwell,  and  it  is  likely-  that  a number  of  books, 
including  this  famous  Thucydides,  that  hail  belonged  to  the  Royalist 
Strafford,  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  great  poet. 

This  volume  was  for  many  years  the  gem  of  the  library  of  Professor 
G.  P.  Shapcott,  the  distinguished  classical  scholar  of  King's  College, 
London.  He  bequeathed  the  book  to  his  daughters,  who  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Elkin  Mathews,  the  well-known  bookseller  and  publisher,  and  inserted  in 
the  volume  is  a letter  from  Mr.  Mathews,  in  which  he  states  that  Mr. 
Hodge  (of  Sotheby’s)  ami  their  chief  cataloguer  pronounced  the  Milton 
signature  to  be  genuine. 

It  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  most  precious  mementos  of  Milton 
that  has  ever  been  offered  for  sale.

The  earliest  edition  of  the  New  England  Primer  which  could  be  traced 
by  Mr.  Paul  Leicester  Ford,  was  one  printed  in  Boston  in  1727,  of  which 
the  single  known  copy,  now  in  the  Lenox  Library,  is  imperfect,  lacking 
four  leaves.  He  knew  of  single  copies  of  editions  of  1737,  1738  and  1762, 
and  from  Sabin’s  “Dictionary  of  Books  Relating  to  America’’  he  quoted 
an  edition  of  1761,  but  was  unable  to  locate  a copy.  He  quotes  also  a 
London  edition  of  1767,  of  which  the  only  copy  known  is  in  the  Lenox 
library.  This  Boston  edition  of  1762  is  the  fifth  American  edition  of  which 
he  could  trace  copies,  or  the  sixth,  counting  the  one  described  by  Sabin. 

A very  uncommon  imprint.  MacAlpine  was  a Scotch  bookbinder,  who, 
according  to  Thomas,  began  printing  in  1762. 

Like  most  of  the  early  “New  England  Primers,’’  the  volumes  show 
hard  usage.  The  first  leaf,  containing  the  portrait  of  George  III,  is  dam- 
aged, and  some  leaves  are  frayed  in  the  margin.

In  1790  the  Tontine  Association  was  organized  by  the  merchants  of 
New  York,  with  the  object  of  providing  suitable  quarters  for  a com- 
mercial centre  or  exchange.  As  an  outcome  of  this  action,  the  Tontine 
Cofeee  House,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Wall  and  Water  streets,  was 
begun  in  1792,  opened  in  1794,  and  incorporated  the  same  year.  The 
shares  were  $200  each;  and  the  privilege  was  given  to  each  subscriber  to 
name  a person  for  each  share  held  by  him,  during  whose  lifetime  he  or  she 
was  to  be  entitled  to  receive  a pro-rata  proportion  of  the  net  profits 
from  the  investment  of  the  fund.  It  was  also  stipulated  that  when  the 
number  of  nominees  should  be  reduced  to  seven  by  death,  the  property  was 
to  bo  conveyed  to  the  survivors  in  fee  simple. 

In  accordance  with  this  agreement,  the  property  was  divided  in  1876, 
the  surviving  nominees  being  William  Bayard,  Gouverneur  Kemble,  Robert 
Benson,  Jr.,  Daniel  Hoffman,  Horatio  G.  Stevens,  Mrs.  John  A.  King,  and 
Mrs.  William  P.  Campbell,  and  the  amount  received  at  auction  in  1881, 
was  $138,550. 

In  the  present  copy,  many  of  the  names  have  been  ruled  across  in  red 
ink,  and  a note  at  the  end,  dated  Nov.  1,  1846,  states  that  such  shares  have 
“fallen  in,  the  parties  being  dead.’’

In  1856  Stevenson’s  Uncle  David  offered  to  his  children  and  nephews  a 
prize  for  the  best  History  of  Moses.  Louis,  then  a child  of  only  six  years, 
was  allowed  to  try  for  it,  by  dictating  his  version  to  his  mother,  and  to 
tills  he  devoted  five  successive  Sunday  evenings.  He  won  the  prize,  and, 
adds  his  mother,  “ from  that  time,  it  was  the  desire  of  his  heart  to  be 
an  author.” 

Stevenson  himself,  in  later  years,  attributed  much  of  his  desire  for 
writing  to  the  childhood  stories  told  him  by  his  nurse,  Alison  Cunningham, 
and  to  her  reading  to  him  ‘ 1 the  works  of  others  as  a poet  would  scarce 
dare  to  read  his  own.  ’ ’ 

In  the  volume  of  notes  on  Stevenson  kept  by  his  mother,  she  makes  the 
following  entry  regarding  the  above  manuscript:  “ft  was  begun  on  Nov. 
£3rd  and  finished  Dec.  list;  he  dictated  every  word  himself  on  the  Sunday 
evenings — the  only  help  I gave  him  was  occasionally  to  read  aloud  to  him 
from  the  Bible  to  refresh  his  memory.”

That  was  the  starting  of  a school  magazine  in  which  he  had  an  editorial 
interest.  The  Sunbeam,  as  it  was  called,  was  a manuscript  magazine. 
If  some  one  came  across  this  collection  of  the  editor’s  blood  and  murder 
contributions,  written  in  his  boyish  hand,  what  a find  it  would  be!’’  The 
first  two  issues  consist  of  24  pages  each,  and  No.  3 has  9 pages  written 
of  the  principal  serial  story,  “The  Banker’s  Ward.’’

THESE  two  collections  were  formed  in  England,  and  are  of 
great  importance  pictorially,  technically  and  textually.  It  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  that  there  are  no  less  than  about  one  hundred 
and  sixty  works  (bound  in  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  volumes) 
entirely  relative  to  the  railroads  of  the  United  States.  The  earliest 
volume  was  printed  in  1812,  though  the  first  railroad  in  the  United  . 
States,  which  was  opened  in  1830,  was  apparently  a small  one  in 
Massachusetts  some  four  miles  in  length,  constructed  for  the  trans- 
portation of  ice  from  a lake  to  the  sea. 

The  Aeronautical  Library  is  equally  interesting,  containing  no 
less  than  fifteen  works  dated  1784,  and  as  many  more  dated  prior 
to  1790.  One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  items  is  a 
large  scrap  book  containing  rare  and  early  prints,  drawings,  broad- 
sides, posters,  newspapers,  etc.,  dating  from  1783,  and  covering  a 
period  of  nearly  one  hundred  years,  some  of  the  later  items  dealing 
with  the  balloon  service  of  the  French  during  the  siege  of  Paris, 
1870-71.

He  took  priest’s  orders  abroad,  and  re- 
turned to  England.  He  later  became  Prior  of  St.  Arnone,  near  Chartres, 
and  also  obtained  another  small  benefice  in  France.  Dodd,  who  describes 
his  as  a ‘person  of  great  reading  and  curiosity,’  says  he  was  alive  in  1718, 
being  then  very  old.

“It  is  wonderful  how  by  means  of  such  real  or  termini}  necessities  my 
time  is  stolen  away.  / have  just  time  to  observe  that  time  is  short, 
and  by  the  time  I have  made  the  observation,  time  is  f /one.  I have 
icandered  in  former  days  at  the  patience  of  the  antediluvian  world 
that  they  could  endure  a life  almost  millennary,  with  so  little  variety  as 
seems  to  have  fallen  to  their  share.  It  is  probable  that  they  had  much 
fewer  employments  than  wc.  Their  affairs  lay  in  a narrower  compass; 
their  libraries  were  indifferently  furnished;  philosophical  researches  were 
carried  on  with  much  less  industry  and  acuteness  of  penetration,  and 
fiddles  perhaps  were  not  even  invented.  How  then  could  7 or  800  years 
of  life  be  supportable T I have  asked  this  questimi  formerly  and  been  at 
a loss  to  resolve  it ; but  I think  I ran  answer  it  now.  / will  suppose 
myself  bom  a thousand  years  before  Noah  was  born  or  thought  of.  I rise 
with  the  sun;  / i eorship;  / prepare  my  breakfast;  I swallow  a bucket  of 
yoats  milk  and  a dozen  good  sizeable  cakes.

The  morning  is  thus  spent  in  preparing  for  the  chase, 
and  it  is  become  necessary  that  I should  dine.  I dig  up  my  roots;  I 
wash  them;  I boil  them;  / find  them  not  done  enough;  I boil  them  again; 
my  wife  is  angry;  we  dispute;  we  settle  the  point;  but  in  the  meantime 
the  fire  goes  out  and  must  be  kindled  again.  All  this  is  very  amusing. 
I hunt ; I bring  home  the  prey;  with  the  skin  of  it  I mend  an  old  coat, 
or  I make  a new  one.  By  this  time  the  day  is  far  spent.  I feel  myself 
fatigued  and  retire  to  rest.  Thus  what  with  tilling  the  ground,  and  eating 
the  fruit  of  it,  hunting  and  walking  and  running  and  mending  old 
cloaths  and  sleeping  and  rising  again,  / can  suppose  an  inhabitant  of  the 
primeval  world,  so  much  occupied,  as  to  sigh  over  the  shortness  of  life, 
and  to  find  at  the  end  of  many  centuries,  that  they  had  all  slipt  through 
his  fingers  and  were  passed  away  like  a shadow.  B'hat  u-onder  then  that  J, 
who  live  in  a day  of  so  much  greater  refinement,  when  there  is  so  much 
more  to  be  icanted  and  unshed  and  to  be  enjoyed,  should  feel  myself 
now  and  then  pinched  in  point  of  opportunity,  and  at  some  loss  for  leisure 
to  fill  four  sides  of  a sheet  like  this?’’

dragged  down  poor  in  their  fall.  This  failure  has  occa- 

sioned great  talk  in  this  city  and  is  considered  a very  shameful  one. 
Bradford’s  character  is  deeply  injured  d'  many  luirsh  things  are  said  of 
him.  I believe  that  Thomas’  failure  it  in  consequence  of  theirs  and  that 
he  is  not  to  be  censured  in  the  affair,  otherwise  than  for  having  con- 
ducted his  business  in  the  same  diffuse,  sprawling  manner  in  which  all  our 
principal  booksellers  dash  forward  into  difficulty.  He  is  universally  pitied 
as  far  as  1 have  heard,  # is  considered  an  industrious,  obliging,  meritori- 
ous man.  He  wishes  much  that  the  magazine  may  be  kept  alive,  until  hr 
can  get  through  his  troubles  <f  resume  it  on  more  regular  and  certain 
terms It  is  worth  while  to  maintain  such  a channel  of  literary 
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information.  I shall,  as  soon  as  I find  leisure,  write  the  biographies  I 
hove  mentioned  at  all  events. 

These  failures,  l am  afraid,  will  sensibly  affect  the  interests  of  litera- 
ture and  deter  all  those  from  the  exercise  of  the  pen  who  would  take  it 
up  as  a means  of  profit. 

I understand  your  dash  at  the  philosophers  in  the  last  number  has  drawn 
on  us  all  the  vengeance  of  some  potent  pamphleteer.  I presume  some 
doctor's  apprentice,  who  for  his  diligence  in  pounding  the  pestle,  has  been 
regularly  inducted  into  one  of  the  learned  societies.  If  you  have  one  of 
the  pamphlets  by  you,  send  it  on  to  me.  It  is  good  now  <f-  then  to  hear 
a little  disagreeable  talk  of  one’s  self.  I expect,  between  you  and  Jim,  1 
shall  regularly  have  my  doublet  dusted  every  month  or  two;  as  I find  I 
always  am  inculpated  in  your  iniquities.  This  comes  of  a man  keeping 
bad  company.”

My  dear  Major.  “Sunnysidc,  lSth  Sept.,  1851. 

Your  letter  was  as  welcome  as  the  flowers  in  Spring,  finding  me  just 
getting  over  a casual  visit  of  chills  and  fever  to  which  I have  occasionally 
been  subject  ever  since  I undertook  to  ‘‘look  a gift  horse  in  the  mouth,” 
in  other  words  to  drain  a piece  of  ground  which  the  H.  R.  Railroad  C’y 
gratuitously  filled  up  at  my  request. 

I read  and  enjoyed  your  ballad  in  the  height  of  my  indisposition  and 
have  re-read  and  enjoyed  it  still  more  since  I hare  been  told  the  (quarter 
from  whence  it  came.  It  is  well  done,  and  it  is  served  up  just  at  the  nick 
of  time,  which  you  know  doubles  the  zest  of  a dish. 

As  to  the  gammon  on  which  you  pride  yourself  it  may  do  for  the 
Marines  but  1 am  too  old  a salt  to  be  taken  in  by  such  yarns.  I consider 
it,  however,  as  clever  as  any  other  part  of  the  article.  Altogether  you 
have  made  a capital  hit:  the  better  for  being  so  good  nqtured  a one — but 
such  yours  always  are. 

As  to  Lopez  he  has  been  rightly  served — and  as  to  those  who  followed 
him  they  have  experienced  nothing  but  what  they  were  forewarned  would 
be  their  lot.  I think  it  a pity  their  cowardly  instigators,  who  remained 
here  after  launching  them  forth,  could  not  share  their  fate. 

The  prompt  crushing  of  their  unprincipled  enterprize  has  prevented  a 
vast  deal  of  trouble  and  perplexity  in  which  we  might  have  been  involved 
with  foreign  nations — however  we  have  a spirit  of  mischief  working  within 
us  which  I presume  will  find  some  other  vent. 

I am  glad  you  have  moved  up  town  though  I wonder  when  well  under- 
way you  did  not  keep  on  to  the  house  you  built  near  Gramerey  Park.  I 
am  scrawling  this  letter  in  a state  of  great  lassitude  and  profuse  perspira- 
tion, the  effects  of  the  weather  and  my  recent  fever;  as  soon  as  1 get 
strength  enough  l shall  be  off  to  the  highlands  to  visit  my  friend  Gov: 
Kemble  and  benefit  by  a change  of  air. 

Give  my  kind  remembrances  to  Mrs.  Davis  and  your  daughter,  and  be- 
lieve me,  my  dear  Major,  ever  yours  very  cordially, 

Washington  Irving.” 

My  dear  Major.  “ Sunnyside , June  t,  1857. 

Authors,  like  parents,  when  they  are  waxing  old,  are  always  well  pleased 
to  be  complimented  on  the  vigor  and  comliness  of  their  last  bantling,  you, 
who  arc  a knowing  man,  are  aware  of  this,  and  have  taken  care  to  touch 
me  in  the  tender,  in  pronouncing  my  last  volume  ‘one  of  the  most  perfect 
and  beautiful  of  the  family.’  I confess  to  you  I am  heartily  glad  to  be 
safely  delivered  of  it  and  to  find  that  it  receives  the  approbation  of  my 
friends.  It  is  a most  anxious  task  to  tell  over  a long  story  which  every- 
body knows;  when  everybody  stands  ready  to  pounce  upon  you  if  you 
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make  the  least  error  in  point  of  facts  and  when  you  have  to  be  on  con- 
stant guard  lest  your  feelings  and  imagination  carry  you  astray.  It  has 
been  the  most  wearing  and  engrossing  task  that  I ever  had  in  the  whole 
course  of  my  literary  career;  and,  had  I been  aware  how  it  would  hate 
enlarged  under  my  hand,  I should  hardly  have  ventured  at  my  time  of  life, 
to  undertake  it.  However,  I have  got  safely  to  a resting  place  without 
once  breaking  down,  and  am  now  rejoicing  in  the  vigor  of  one  of  the 
patriarchs.  The  indisposition  of  which  Kennedy  spoke  was  a touch  of 
influenza  caused  by  the  late  mixture  of  spring  and  winter;  but  which  has 
passed  away. 

It  is,  as  you  say,  a long  time  since  we  have  met ; I have  been  very  rarely 
in  town  for  a year  past,  and  then  only  to  make  visits  of  a day;  chiefly 
errands  to  the  library;  being  very  much  up  in  my  study. 

Opera  troupes  have  come  and  gone  without  my  hearing  or  seeing  them— 
In  a word  I have  dropped  quite  astern  of  the  gay  world  and  shall  have 
hard  work  to  pull  up  and  get  on  board  again. 

I shall  soon  come  to  town  in  a gentlemanlike  way,  to  walk  about  with 
a stick  under  my  arm,  see  sights  and  amuse  myself,  and  then  I shall 
present  myself  at  No.  1 University  Place  and  put  myself  at  the  feet  of 
your  fair  lady  arid  the  discreet  princess.

dence, render  the  militia  a sure  and  permanent  bulwark  of  national  defence.

KEEP  OURS  ARMED  AND  DISCIPLINED  IS  THEREFORE  AT  ALL  TIMES  IMPORTANT,

to  escape  the  Flames  several  Guns  were  Fired  at  them,  whereby  one  Man 
was  killed,  and  others  wounded  and  several  were  taken  prisoners  and 
carried  to  Goals  in  Pennsilvania.”

“On  the  19th  the  Franklin  tvith  17  men  in  company  with  the  Lady

About  ten  at  night  they  were  attacked  by  IS  boats  and  barges.  The 
battle  was  obstinate.  The  Lady  Washington  discharged  80  cannon  and 
swivels.  The  Franklin  teas  attempted  but  on  their  pouring  musket  balls 
from  swivels  into  the  boat,  they  were  much  diseomfitted  ; on  the  near 
approach  of  the  enemy  our  people  attacked  them  with  spears  arul  they 
were  obliged  to  retreat.  When  they  had  retreated  Mugford  ordered  his 
cables  to  be  cut  and  was  at  that  instant  killed  by  a shot  thru  the  thorax. 
He  was  the  only  one  killed  or  hurt.  There  must  be  at  least  tOO  of  the 
enemy.  How  many  are  killed  is  uncertain.  One  ten  oared  barge  is  on 
shore  one  dead  body.  The  people  on  shore  heard  a great  cry  for  mercy 
and  for  help  from  drowning.”

It  gave  me  not  a little 
satisfaction  to  hear  of  your  Welfare,  that  of  our  dear  Children  and  Con- 
nections. God  grant  this  may  find  you  all  in  health  and  safety. 

The  swearing  and  wickedness  that  abounds  in  this  City  is  truly  shocking 
to  these  ears  and  alarming  in  a moral  view.  The  Judgements  of  God 
don’t  seem  to  have  any  effect,  unless  the  most  awful  one  of  rendering  us 
worse.  I tremble  to  think  so,  but  I really  fear  it  is  true.  Will  He  that 

made  vs  show  mercy  to  such  a People ? O!  that 

Wickedness  was  confined  to  this  City!  Alas!  I fear  ’tis  as  great  in  S'. 
England  and  thru  ye  Country. 

Among  the  other  sins  that  prevail  here,  extortion  and  oppression  is  not 
the  least,  and  it  is  by  the  tcickcd  arts  of  our  internal  enemy  here  brot  to 
such  a pass.  ’Tis  hardly  possible  to  tell  ye  price  of  their  Shop  Goods. 
There  are  many  Goods  here  and  yet  they  keep  ye  prices  at  ye  most  ex- 
travagant sums.  I believe  Linnens  I used  to  sell  at  abt.  t/  are  SO/  and 
more;  Tea,  CS.  ye  pound:  dirty  base  brown  sugar,  5/  and  more;  Loaf.  10/\ 
rum.  45/  ye  lowest  ye  Gallon;  Molasses,  my  drink  imth  water,  6/  a quart: 
butter  in  market  5/  and  6/  ye  pound;  beef  2/6  and  everything  in  pro- 
portion and  daily  rising. 

The  last  we  heard  from  ye  Army,  they  were  at  Clove,  abt.  lw  or  more 
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wiles  from  Morris  Toum,  toward  Peek  skill,  to  be  as  ready  as  they  can  to 
move  up  the  river  or  to  this  Place  as  tl te  designs  of  the  Enemy  shod  ap- 
pear. It  is  very  uncertain  whether  they  do  not  intend  to  have  this  City, 
and  many  things  look  much  like  it.  If  they  shod,  I hope  we  will  find  a 
place  of  Safety  and  that  it  will  prove  a trap  and  snare  to  them  and  trust 
it  will.  It  is  very  surprising  we  hear  no  more  from  Schuyler.  I have 
nothing  but  ye  confused  acco.  that  Ty.  ( Tioonderoga ) is  gone  and  all  the 
stores,  (fc.  I dare  say  your  brother  has  better  intelligence.  This  is 
another  sad  Token  of  God’s  anger  but  we  don't  lay  it  to  heart.  It  is  re- 
ported that  a large  reinforcement  is  arrived  at  N.  York,  but  we  have  not 
the  certainty.”  Etc.

work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  I think  under  the  circumstances,  you  ha  re 
been  much  blest  in  your  railroad  contract,  •♦•**/  started  on  the 
10th  for  Ogden  City,  in  company  with  br.  Kimball,  a few  of  the  Twelve 
and  other  brethren,  where  we  arrived  the  same  evening;  held  meetings 
there  on  the  11th  and  ISth,  and  returned  on  the  13th,  having  held  meeting 
in  Farmington  on  our  return.  The  meetings  were  attended  by  many 
more  than  the  buildings  could  accommodate,  were  abundantly  blest  with 
good  spirit,  and  will  doubtless  result  in  mueh  benefit  to  both  speakers 
and  hearers.  * * * * * 

On  Wednesday  last,  I visited  my  cotton  and  Woolen  Factory,  and  found 
everything  in  readiness  for  spinning  cotton  yam;  but  after  the  machinery 
had  run  a short  time  I discovered  that  tne  gate  to  the  water  wheel  would 
require  a little  alteration  to  equalize  the  motion.  I expect  it  will  soon 
be  in  successful  operation,  and  br.  Kesler  informs  me  my  flouring  mill  in 
City  Creek  will  be  ready  for  grinding  in  a few  days,  though  it  will  be 
some  time  before  it  is  completely  finished. 

Unde  Sam’s  prospectors  on  the  Bench  are  mostly  scattered  in  the 
mountains  in  search  of  Gold  and  Silver;  but  so  far  as  I can  learn,  with 
a result  so  meager  that  they  would  soon  quit,  were  it  not  that  they  arc 
belter  paid  and  treated  by  Government,  while  so  occupied,  than  while 
lying  in  camp.  They  opened  a recruiting  office  in  this  city;  but  in  a few 
days  removed  it  to  Camp,  not  a person  so  far  as  I have  heard,  having 
called  upon  the  recruiting  officer.  All  their  evil  efforts  continue  to  be 
thwarted,  consequently  home  affairs  continue _ in  their  accustomed  peaceful 
channel,”  etc.

In  transmitting  it  the  poet  asked,  ‘‘How  do  you  like  the 
foregoing!  I have  written  it  within  this  hour,  so  much  for  the  speed  of 
my  Pegasus;  but  what  say  you  to  his  bottom!” 

Although  there  is  a blot  of  ink  and  a small  wine  stain  on  the  paper, 
and  although  ‘‘cheer”  is  misspelled  ‘‘chear,”  there  are  no  corrections  or 
defacements  on  the  manuscript,  which  is  a most  precious  relic  of  Scotia's 
favorite  bard.

The  letter,  as  was  often  the  case  in  these  intimate  epistles,  is  undated, 
but  from  the  address  and  context  it  must  have  been  written  about  1839, 
on  Dickens’  first  wave  of  popularity  after  the  publication  of  “Pickwick” 
and  ‘ ‘ Oliver  Twist.  ’ ’ 

Early  letters  of  this  character  are  extremely  rare,  particularly  when 
accompanied  by  allusions  to  himself  and  his  work  as  important  as  the 
expressions  in  a letter  to  a warm  friend.  He  had  just  received  the  “Quar- 
erly”  with  Murray’s  notice  of  him,  of  which  he  writes  with  a fino  glow 
of  youthful  enthusiasm : 

1 ‘ Murray,  supposing  I presume  that  any  notice  in  the  Quarterly  must 

drive  so  young  a man  as  myself  nearly  distracted  with  delight  sent  me 

the  Quarterly  yesterday.  I think  Hayward  (Abraham  Hayward,  essay- 
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ist)  hag  rather  visited  upon  me  his  recollection  of  my  declining  his 
intimate  acquaintance,  but  as  the  notice  contains  a great  deal  that  I 
know  to  be  true,  and  much  more  which  may  be  but  of  which  I am  no 
impartial  judge,  I find  little  fault  with  it  . . . authorship  being  un- 
happily my  trade,  as  it  is  happily  my  pleasure.” 

He  states  that  ‘‘no  writer  ever  had  less  vanity”  and  that  his  anxiety 
to  stand  well  with  the  world  is  only  in  the  capacity  of  an  author.  The 
closing  paragraph  is  of  a personal  nature,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
it  relates  to  a loan  made  by  Diekens  to  Talfourd,  concerning  which  he 
reassures  his  friend  with  the  utmost  cordiality.

Life  of  Shelley,  and  Mrs.  Julian  Marshall  had  access,  it  would 
seem,  to  them,  in  writing  her  Life  of  Mrs.  Shelley.  The  letters  are 
full  of  interest,  and  the  Italian  letters  especially  give  an  insight 
into  Mary  Shelley’s  character,  telling  as  they  do,  of  her  joy  in 
the  first  sight  of  Italy,  her  delight  in  Rome,  her  months  of  utter 
dejection  when  she  was  left  childless  by  the  death  of  her  two 
children,  and  the  recovery  of  spirits,  which  came  to  her  with  the 
birth  of  Percy,  who  was  to  live  to  inherit  the  Baronetcy.  It  is 
worth  recalling  that  the  first  of  these  letters  was  written  when 
Mary  Shelley  was  only  nineteen,  and  when  she  wrote  the  last  of 
the  Italian  letters,  she  was  but  tw’enty-three.  Besides  her  refer- 
ences to  the  poet,  many  of  the  names  familiar  to  Shelley  readers 
appear — Godwin  and  his  wife — Lord  Byron  and  “Claire”  and 
their  child  Allegra — Hogg  (whom  Mary  does  not  like),  Peacock

The  interest  and  value  of  this  rare  contemporary  manuscript  centers  in 
its  author.  The  narrative  was  evidently  compiled  by  some  one  cognizant 
of  all  the  facts,  and  the  writing  bears  a strong  resemblance  to  that 
of  Endymion  Porter  himself.  This  famous  Royalist  and  poet  was  the 
confidential  secretary  of  Prince  Charles  and  the  ambassadors  oo  their 
mission  in  Spain,  and  it  is  poasible  that  it  was  compiled  by  him  as  a 
Narrative  of  their  conduct  of  the  negotiations. 

Endymion  Porter’s  autograph  is  extremely  rare  and  practically 

UNKNOWN  TO  COLLECTORS  EXCEPT  FOR  THE  DOCUMENTS  IN  THE  BRITISH 
Museum.  His  rank  as  a poet  is  well  known  and  his  relations  with  Dekker, 
Davonant  and  other  authors  of  the  early  Jacobean  period  are  equally  well 
known.

THACKERAY’S  NOTE  BOOK  ON  “THE  VIRGINIANS”

This  most  interesting  manuscript  note-book  is  undated,  but  the  date  is 
fixed  by  Thackeray  having  transcribed  on  the  fourteenth  page  a letter  of 
his  to  Messrs.  Sampson,  Low  and  Son,  the  London  publishers,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  American  piracy  of  “The  Virginians.”  This  letter  is  dated  ‘‘11 
December  1857”  and  in  it  Thackeray  refers  to  having  received  payment 
for  Nos.  1 and  2,  and  that  he  ‘‘hopes  to  send  No.  Ill  next  week.” 

The  first  four  pages  of  the  manuscript  is  headed  ‘‘Dodd’s  execution,” 
a contemporary  narrative  of  the  execution  of  the  famous  Dr.  Dodd,  which 
no  doubt  Thackeray  intended  to  describe  in  the  latter  part  of  The  Virgin- 
ians but  eventually  omitted.  The  piece  is  also  reminiscent  of  one  of 
Thackeray ’s  earliest  essays  ‘ ‘ On  going  to  see  a man  hanged  ’ ’ published 
in  Fraser’s  Magazine  in  1840.  Following  this  are  several  pages  of  quota- 
tions and  notes  on  the  history  and  manners  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the 
subjects  including  The  Etiquette  of  Bathing  at  Bath,  Honor  in  drinking 
in  the  army,  The  Hanoverian  Succession,  Queen  Caroline's  bad  spelling, 
Manners  of  George  IV  and  a reference  to  Beau  Brummell,  Account  of  the 
Execution  of  Jacobites  at  York,  A quotation  from  Bancroft  on  Virginian 
schooling,  A long  extract  from  Beverley’s  History  of  Virginia  on  8ir. 
William  Berkeley,  Gray 's  description  of  Southampton  Bow  in  1759,  Anec- 
dote of  an  Indian  Boy  brought  to  England  by  General  Townsend  and 
The  story  of  the  Lowther  post-chaise  and  inheritance.  Following  these  is 
the  letter  of  Thackeray  referred  to  above:  it  is  signed  ‘‘W.  M.  T. ” thus 
making  three  autographs  of  Thackeray  in  the  volume,  two  being  in  full. 
The  notes  and  references  recommence  and  include  notes  of  stage-coaches, 
racing,  rewards  for  Indian  scalps,  a note  on  Peyton  Randolph  assembling 
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men  to  repulse  the  Indians  after  the  defeat  of  Braddock,  list  of  officers 
of  regiments  including  General  Wolfe,  quotations  from  Madame  Riedesel 's 
Diary  of  General  Burgoyne’s  expedition,  etc. 

Interspersed  on  two  pages,  are  some  pen  portraits  by  Thackeray,  and 
another  page  is  wholly  occupied  by  similar  portraits.  These  drawings 
show  three  figures  of  the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  Mr.  Pitt,  Bubb  Doddington, 
two  men  on  a race-course  in  wigs  and  capes,  a sailor  of  1761  and  a 
postilion. 

On  the  last  page  the  pencil  drawing  of  Pocahontas  rescuing  Captain 
John  Smith  is  evidently  the  first  draft  of  the  drawing  later  engraved  as 
the  head-piece  for  Chapter  32  of  the  second  volume  of  “The  Virginians.” 
It  is  accompanied  by  an  unfinished  verse  which  was  evidently  Thackeray 's 
first  attempt  at  composing  the  poem  ‘ ‘ Pocahontas  ’ ’ which  occurs  also  in 
Chapter  32,  though  the  printed  version  differs  materially.

In  the  contents  of  the 
book  is  “ Eiudem  partilis  descriptio  c/uatuor  partium  terra’,  videlicet 
Europe,  Asia-,  Africa’,  <f-  America’.  Cui  adiecta  est  descriptio  repionis 
Peru  nuper  inuentce.”  The  two  small  maps  on  the  verso  of  folio  III.  and 
recto  of  folio  XXIX.  bear  the  delineation  and  title  of  America. 
Chapter  XVII.  mentions  America  ns  an  island.  The  fourth  chapter 
of  the  second  part  is  an  article  entirely  devoted  to  America  and 
Vespucci,  ignoring  the  name  of  Columbus  altogether.  The  appendix  by 
Gemma  Frisius  gives  an  account  of  the  discovery  of  Peru  by  the  Span- 
iards in  1530.  On  folio  XLIII.,  is  a list  of  the  islands  adjacent  to 
America,  including  “Isabella  aut  Cuba.”  Apianus  of  Leystrick,  some- 
time student  at  Vienna,  and  afterwards  Professor  of  Astronomy  at  Ingol- 
stndt  was  the  designer  of  the  map  which  appeared  in  the  celebrated 
work  of  Camera  upon  Solinus  in  1520,  and  was  consequently  the  first 
promoter  of  the  name  America  in  the  long  series  of  maps  issued  with 
geographical  treatises.  The  influence  which  his  mathematical  and  geo- 
graphical writings  had  upon  nautical  astronomy  and  geography  in  the 
early  part  of  the  16th  century,  notwithstanding  his  geographical  blun- 
ders, must  ever  give  him  a prominent  rank  among  writers  on  the  new 
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discoveries  in  the  Western  hemisphere.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  the 
vo]velIe8  are  printed  on  the  back  of  leaves  of  a fine  early  printed  Missal, 
with  musical  notation.

Of  the  728  illustrations,  no  less  than  188  are  proofs.  Two  are  superb 
Original  Water-Color  Drawings  by  Cruikshank,  the  coloring  of  which 
is  in  the  softest  and  most  delicate  of  tones.  One  of  these  is  a striking 
full-page  drawing  for  Lever's  novel,  Arthur  O'Leary.  There  is  also  a 
most  interesting  wood-engraving  with  Cruikshank 's  signed  autograph 
inscription  relating  to  it  below.  Another  fine  piece  is  an  etching  (in  out- 
line) filled  in  with  sepia-wash. 

Fifty-one  Autograph  Letters  are  distributed  through  the  various 
volumes.  Of  these,  forty  are  by  Cruikshank,  two  by  Dickens  (one  of  which 
is  in  the  third  person),  two  by  C.  Landseer,  and  one  by  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing: W.  M.  Thackeray,  William  Harrison  Ainsworth,  Bryan  Waller 

Proctor  (Barry  Cornwall),  A.  Forrester  (Crowquill),  John  Ruskin,  R.  H. 
Barham  (Ingoldsby),  and  J.  R.  Lamont  The  letters  by  Cruikshank  are 
very  characteristic.  Dickens’  signed  holograph  letter  is  three  pages  in 
length  and  refers  to  his  interest  in  prison  reform;  it  is  dated  November 
24,  1849. 

By  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  illustrations  consist  of  brilliant  im- 
pressions of  Cruikshank 's  engravings,  etc.,  for  the  host  of  works  to  which 
he  contributed  the  fruits  of  his  extraordinary  genius.  In  some  instances 
they  comprise  complete  sets  of  his  illustrations  for  a particular  work. 
Among  the  books  whose  illustrations  are  here  represented  either  wholly  or 
in  part  are:  William  Hone’s  publications,  nnd  satirical  tracts:  Pierce 

Egan's  Life  in  London,  colored;  Carey’s  Life  in  Paris,  colored;  Ireland’s 
Life  of  Napoleon,  colored;  Grimm’s  Popular  Stories,  full  of  Cruikshank 's

They  are  drawn  upon  two  twelvemo  sheets  and 
exhibit  a fanciful  portrait  of  Dickens  and  characters  from  the  book — 
“Mrs.  Tibbs”  appearing  in  each  sketch. 

It  is  known  that  Thackeray  at  the  above  period  expected  to  make 
art  his  life’s  work.  The  drawings  here  present  were  doubtless  produced 
as  a consequence  of  that  idea.  It  is  more  than  likely  their  rejection  in 
favor  of  Cruikshank 's  work  caused  Thackeray  to  devote  himself  entirely 
to  literature  and,  except  for  the  illustration  of  his  own  books,  to  abandon 
the  brush  and  pencil  altogether.  These  sketches  are  thus  of  unusual 
interest,  masking  a critical  moment  u'hich  determined  the  future  of  a 
great  career.

It  is  well- 
known  that  Hawkins,  who  inaugurated  the  slave  trade  from  the  West 
coast  of  Africa  to  America,  was  a Plymouth  man,  and  this  chart  was,  in 
all  likelihood,  used  by  one  of  his  fellow  captains.  We  believe  it  to  be 
the  earliest  existing  English  navigating  chart  to  the  slave  coast.

Kdwin  Booth,  the  actor,  brother  of  John  Wilkes,  obtained  from  President 
Andrew  Johnson  an  order  permitting  its  removal.  The  body  was  taken 
to  Baltimore  and  placed  in  the  public  vault  of  John  H.  Weaver  until 
June  20,  1869,  when  it  was  finally  interred  in  the  Booth  family  plot  in 
that  city.

This  is  the  first  one  ever  offered 
at  public  auction,  and  in  all  probability,  none  will  ever  appear  again,  as 
from  the  fact  that  practically  all  copies  of  the  poster  were  pasted  up  for 
display,  it  stands  to  reason  that  nearly  all  were  destroyed.

Lavalette,  mentioning  Bourrienne's  Memoirs,  and  condemning  them  as 
absolutely  false,  vulgar  and  malicious;  other  autograph  telegrams  from 
the  Emperor  and  Empress,  mentioning  their  son,  the  Prince  Imperial; 
a photograph  of  the  Prince,  with  three  lines  in  his  autograph,  signed 
“Napoleon”;  and  also  nn  extremely  rare  L.  s.  from  him,  written  in 
Arenenberg  in  1876,  addressed  to  the  owner  of  the  above  collection.

A weighty  historical  item  relating  to  the  Proprietary  lands  in  New 
Jersey,  containing  papers  which  give  a better  light  into  the  history  and 
the  constitution  of  New  Jersey,  than  anything  hitherto  published,  com- 
prising the  Bill  presented  by  the  Proprietors,  with  documents  relating 
to  the  same.  Inserted  is  a copy  of  “The  New  York  Gazette,  revived  is 
the  Weekly  Post-Boy.”  May  7,  1747  (inner  margin  tom);  there  arc. 
also,  four  pages  reprinted  from  the  “Post-Boy,”  containing  the  two 
Speeches  of  Mr.  Nevill  (not  given  by  Evans  in  his  collation  of  the 
volume). 

For  more  than  thirty  years  prior  to  the  publication  of  this  item,  there 
had  been  no  important  controversy  between  the  grantees  of  Carteirs 
ami  the  Elizabethtown  claimants  under  the  Indian  titles,  due  to  tbe 
abstinence  of  the  Carteret  interests  from  enforcing  their  claims.  During 
this  time,  a largo  quantity  of  these  interests  hail  come  into  the  hand? 
of  Robert  II.  Morris  and  James  Alexander,  who  held  important  office 
in  the  colony.  With  other  large  proprietors  they  commenced  action  of 
ejectment  and  suit  for  the  recovery  of  quit-rent  against  the  settler*, 
who  immediately  resorted  to  their  Indian  titles  and  formed  an  assoeis 
tion  consisting  of  a large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of 
Middlesex,  Essex,  Somerset  and  Morris.  Tn  Septemlier,  1745,  the  Asso 
ciators  broke  open  the  county  gaol  and  delivered  all  persons  committed 
at  suit  of  the  Proprietors.  This  led  to  the  above-mentioned  Bill,  callitg 
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for  a “Riot- Act,”  which  was  supported  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 
but  the  Assembly  not  only  rejected  the  bill,  but  sought  to  give  more 
favorable  color  to  the  offences  of  the  Association. 

The  title  page  of  the  present  copy  contains  the  autograph  signature  of 
Daniel  Coze,  once  a member  of  his  Majesty’s  Council  of  New  Jersey, 
whose  property  was  burnt  and  pillaged  by  his  friends,  and  later  con- 
fiscated by  the  State  of  New  Jersey.

The  subject  matter  of  the  text,  the  fine  ex- 
ample of  Oriental  binding,  and  the  beautiful  state  of  preservation 
throughout.  Attention  must  be  especially  directed  to  the  very  remark- 
able series  of  eleven  miniatures,  depicting  the  hero  in  a submarine  vessel, 
down  in  the  sea,  represented  by  a silver  background,  and  surrounded  by 
numerous  brightly  coloured  fishes,  sea  serpents  and  other  monstrosities  of 
the  deep,  also  to  the  seven  drawings  representing  his  combat  with  a many- 
headed giant.  Very  interesting  and  curious  too,  are  the  scenes  of  domes- 
tic life  pou rt rayed  in  the  other  paintings,  together  with  processions  of 
various  kinds  and  tlieir  attendant  soldiers,  elephants,  camels,  etc.,  also 
the  illustrations  of  court  and  religious  life,  manners,  costume,  gardens  and 
flowers.  The  poem  itself  has  never  been  printed  and  manuscript  copies 
are  of  very  rare  occurrence.  Its  Author,  Nusrati,  flourished  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  17th  Century,  and  was  Court  Poet  of  the  Deccan  under  Ali 
Adil  Shah  II.  of  Bijapur,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.
